The American Japanese Expedition. 
The United States steam frigate Mississip- 
pi, Captain Lec, arrived here on the 25th 
ult., and left for China on the 29th, This 
is one of the fleet destined for the expedi- 
tion to Japan. The result of, ihis domon- 
stration will be known before tho olose of 
the year, Should it be successful, it will 
exert a gréat influence on the commercia} 
and political affairs of this part of the world. 
A large, populous, and comparatively civil, 
ized ev.ipue will be thrown open to commer- 
cial enterprise, and a new outlet wil thus 
be mado for European manufactures, which 
cannot fail ultimately to become extremely 
valuable to tho commerce of Europesand 
America. But even should the first efforta 
of the United States government to estab- 
lish relations with Japan provo unsuceessful, 
it is not likely that it will thereupon relin- 
quish its purpose. Further measures will 
bo adopted, and it may be assumed that fhe 
result destred will sooner or later be brought 
about.

DE FUCA'S STRAITS. 

When Licutenant Johnson returned with 
his party, I was still engaged with the boats 
in completing the surveys of the remaining 
arms af Puget Sound Orders had been 
left with Lieutenant Carr to have the ships 
prepared for sea against the return of the 
surveying party; and on the evening of the 
16th June, when wo reached the Vincennes, 
wo fyttad every thing ready for our depar- 
iure, 5 

Lieutenant Johnson was again ordered to 
fit out a party to proceed across the coun- 
try ta the Gehalis river, descend (hat river 
to its mouth, aud make a survey of Gruy's 
Harbor The party, besides Lieutenant 
Jonson, u as to consist of Passed Midstup- 
man Eld, Mr. Brackenridge, Stearns, (Ser- 
geant ) three sailors, and two Indian guides, 
Thad understood that the proposed route was 
practicable, although difficult and somewhat 
dahgeroue, 

On the 17th, in the morning, we were 
prepared to sail; but the party of which 
Lieutenant Johnson was lo taho charge was 
not ready, that officer at the last moment 
declining to obey the orders, (on account of 
my directing the officer assoctated with him, 
Passed Midshipman Eld, to be consulted as 
to the propriety of abandoning public prop 
erty, should it become necessary,) in conse. 
quence of which he was put under arrest.— 
Passed Midshipman Eld was therefore or- 
dead to take charge of the party, and Pass- 
ed Midshipman Colvocoressis to accomprny 
him.

JONN KANE. 

He was born in Philadelphia on the 30 
of February, 1822, so that he is at present 
about thirty-one years old. In 1843 ho 
graduated, after, a seven years’ course of 
studies, at the Pennsylvania Medical Um- 
versity, and soon alter he entered the Um- 
ted States navy as assistant surgeon While 
acting in this capacity he was appointed as 
physician on the first embassy to China from 


this country. His naturally adventurous} 


disposition led him fo project a visit to tho 
interior, but the difficulties were so numer- 
ous that he could not accomplish bis pur- 
pose as fully as he desired, He, however, 
succeeded in traveling over a large section 
of the country; and before his return he 
visited the Pbilsppines, Ceylon, and other 


islands in thal region, and eyen succeeded in; 


penetrating into tlie interior of India. His 
travels through those regions were full of 
adventures and perils; but perils ton man 
of Dr. Kane’s temperament appear only to 
have the effect of making them moe at- 
tractive. While ia ludia, he descended the 
crater of the Tacl of Luzon, suspended by a 
bamboo rope, from a projecting crag which 
towered above the interior scoria and debris 
over two hundred feet “I'his act of daring 
nearly cost him his lifo, for the natives re- 
garded it as a sacribigrous act, which could 
only be effaced by the death of the impious 
offender. Dr Kane, however, escaped their 
pious vengeance, and afterwards went to the 
Ladrone Islands with the celebrated Baron 
Loe of Prussia, where he was attacked by 
a Whole tribe of the savage inhabitants of 
those islands. Against these he sttecessful- 
ly defended himself; but the hardships be 
and his companion subsequently underwent 
were more than the latter could endure, and 
he suink under them. Dr. Kane atone pass- 
od over 4e Egypt, ascended the Nile ag fur 
as the confines of Nuha, and remamed du- 
ring a whole season among the rams of an- 
ciont Egypt, in antiquarian research Lav- 
ing Egypt ho visited Greece next, which he 
traversed on foot, returning tœ the United 
States in 1846, When he arrivet, hrs love 
of adventure would not allow him to romain 
inactive, and hà applicd almost immediately 
after his retuun to the Government for a 
commisiton to Mexico Failing tó obtain 
this, he accepted an appoiniment.on board

Dr Kane thought, and still thinks, more of 
the surgteal unk which he displayed at that 
skirmish than of his capturing the prisoners 
or defending them from the treachery of. his 
escort. 

Here we must close our brief sketch of 
the life of Dr. Kane. Tt n unnecossary to 
say any thing of Ins first expedition to the 
Anctic regions, for that is already fresh in 
the minds of our readers. Of Ins second, 
we can only express our unbounded confi- 
dence in tho abilities, the indyfaugable per- 
severance, and the mdomitable courage 
which Dr. Nane brings to it; and we believe 
there is no man lu ing who is better suited 
by nature for the noble enterprise in which 
he is engaged, Even should he not succeed 
m discovering traces of Sir John Franklin, 
we feel certain that his inyestigations will 
result in imporlant scientific discoveries — 
We wish him; therefore, God-speed, and a 
safe return to his country ond friends.

Another division of boats, with those of 
the Porpoise, were employed in surveying 
New Dungeness Bay,and connecting it with 
Protection Island, while I was occupied in 
gelting a series of observations for latitude 
and longitudo, dip and intensity, at the low 
rand point which forms the Lay Orders 
were also prepared for the Porpatse to pro- 
ceed to Port Tounsend , thence to Fraser 
river, visilmg Fort Langley; ~and thon 
through Jolinson’s Straits, and round the 
north end of Vancouver's Island, to Noot- 
ka Sound. 

A large boat expedition was also fitted 
out, of whicli J took charge in person, to 
proceed across the Straits of De Fuca, to 
complete the survey of the Canal de Arro, 
with the adjacent bays and harbors, and 
thence to the mouth of Fraser's river, where 
I anticipated falling in with the Porpoise 
again 

On the morning of the 25th, tbe brig 
parléd company, and ju the afternoon I set 
out, with sepen borts, to oross the straiis.— 
The wind had been blowing strong, but | 
did not anticipate much sea or danger. It 

raved otherwise, however, for the tide was 
ound to be running strong ebb against the 
wind, producing a very high sea, which made 
the passage at times perilous We, howev- 
er, crossed this distance of twenty miles 
without any other accident than the loss of 
a mast belonging to ove of the boats, and 
reached the opposite shore in safety, though 
completely wet from the quantity of water 
we had shipped. The boats all behaved un- 
commonly well; and many, who bad behov- 
ed thom unsafe, were now gatisficd that they 
were admirably adapted for all weathers — 
Large fires and dry clothes soon restored the 
meh to their wonted good spirits. 

On the 26th, we began the survey of this 
labyrinth of Islands, which was continued 
the next dey, 27th,on the afternoon of which 
I was joined by Passed Midshipman May, 
with letters from the ship and despatches 
from Nisqually, inſornpug mo of the loss of 
the Peacock, on the bar of the Columbia, 
but that áll hands were saved This news, 
although bad, was a great relief to mo. for 
Thad feared not only the loss of tho vessels, 
but had serious apprehensions for the lives 
of the persons on board. A heavy load that 
had long hung over my mind was removed. 

All my plans for the employment of the 
Squadron Were now at once to be changed ;

Al about 4 40 P. M. we mel a Jightning 
storm ag we were passing up the Hudson 
River Railroad, near Peekskill, moving rap- 
idle towards the ocean, It was a terrific 
storm, and possessed'intense electino ener- 
gies, which it exerted upon the surface it 
passed over On arriving near Albany we 
saw to the west, or, a little south of that 
point, an electric current of great intensity 
pazing through tho high atmosphere, in di- 
verging lines, , from a nucleus beyond the 
horizon. This must have resulted from a 
powerful struggle of the earth within its own 
bosom. Between 5 and 6 P. M. the storm 
pasted Brooklyn Heights, the temperature 
north and, south being equal, and at S6 de- 
grees, At 8 P. M. it had fallen to 70 de- 
grees north, 74 south.
